scale. He loafs around bar-roo- all
lay. swigs beer and whisky until his

brains are all fuddled, and at night he
breaks into some unprotected grocery
store. Now I come to a very interest-
ing class of people, who are generally
chaperoned by persons like a certain
Icar ohl lady now in Canada who shall
be nameless. These burglars send
young women in most cases their
own sweethearts -- to intelligence ollices
in order to get situations as" servants to
wealthy families. These servants learn
where the family valuables are Kept
titudy the habits of their employers,
mid iheti, at the right hour, leave" the
door open. The burglar who works
on this plan finds his task easy. Col-
ored criminals use this scheme very
much. You renicmlier that was only
a few months ago that (Jertrudo Asli.
a colored servant, concealed her lover
in the house where, she was employed,
and thus enabled him to steal what he
wanted.

THE HlOll-TOXE- O FELLOWS.
"Then there are the educated, sys-

tematic burglars the men of science.
Ah! what magnificent men I have
known! These men never go into a
house on a chance of finding booty.
'They first learn what kind of wealthis
kept in the house. If it is jewelry, they

rrauge their plans to steal jewelry; if
it is bonds, as in the case of the great
Lord robbery, they get ready to steal
bonds. When they enter the house
they do not seize the first valuable
thing they see. but work systematically
toward tho place where the jewelry or
the bonds are kept The first thing a
man of science plans is how to get out
of the house he is going to rob. One
of the greatest burglars that ever lived
said to me: Any mechanic with cool
nerves can break into a house, but it
takes a man of brains to get out. The
true burglar has arranged before he
enters the house just what he will do if
.the occupants discover the bunrlary
turn the light out, lock the hrrfi Joor,
drop out of the pantry window, climb
the fence and dash away in a carriage
waiting for him around the corner. The
man of science never works unless he
lias sentinels posted outside to warn
him in case of emergency. The pop-
ular method of posting these sentinels is
to hire a room opposite to the place

--where the robbery is to occur. The
entinels have a wire with a handker-

chief lied to it or some other signal by
which the burglars can be warned.
The scientific man coms prepared to
loll, and when he is cornered is the
most merciless criminal you can
encounter. Bat b will never kill
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while thelitis a hopo of es-

cape. A Hwp of science shrinks
from muromfxccpt as the very
last means oJKbiding capture. There
Is one little siipig about systematic
burglars whi&vfew- - people "know of.
They never adf each other by their
real names wbetvsirjgaged in a crime.
